IN A WRECK 


Spectators at Destruction of 
Tank Train Drenched With 
Fluid and Many Bodies 
Entirely Incinerated, 


SEVERAL OF INJURED 
WILL NOT SURVIVE 


Train Broke in Two and Last 
Section Crashed Into For- 
ward Part and the Whole 
Took Fire. 


Special to the Poet-Dispatch. : 

OLEAN, N. Y., March 10.—From 18 to 20 
lives were lost, and fully twice that num- 
ber were burned or bruised by an ex plo- 
sion of oil late last night, following a 
wreck on the Erie Railroad, north of this 
city. 

Owing to the fact that some of the bodies 
were incinerated or blown into the creek 
by the explosion, the exact number of 
dead will probably not be known for sev- 
eral days. The number of injured is un- 
certain, as many of them were able to 
reach their homes. The known casual- 
ties are:

Fourteen charred bodies of the victims 
have been taken to Woodward's morgue. 

The death list will be further increased 
when Ole creek is dragged, for many, 
whose clothing was saturated with the 
ans oil, were seen to run to the rail- 
road bridge, plunge into the water and 
drown. 

The mayor is compiling an official list 
of the missing to compare it with the hos- 
pital list and that of the identified dead. 

In that way only can the full extent of 
the disaster be accurately obtained. 

Some bodies will never be recovered as 
me intense hoat of the fire reduced them to 
ashes. 


Many Bodies 

Still Unidentified. 

Of the bodies at the morgue, only six 
have been identified. The others are s0 
badly burned as tg be absolutely unrecog- 
nizable., 

In the hospital and at their homes are 
60 injured. Seven victims at the. hospital 
are fatally burned. Three of them are ex- 
petced to die at any moment. 


No one slept in Olean through the night. 
News of the disaster spread swiftly, and 
wherever a member of a family was miss- 
ing, there was frenzied anxiety lest he 
be among the dead and dying. Hundreds 
rushed to the scene of the fire, and in 
their efforts to get near the injured, fought 
with the police who tried to save them 
from danger of a like. fate. 

The heat and the imminent danger of 
new explosions in the long line of tank 
cars had no terrors for those in search of 
loved ones. 

The crowds surged from the burning 
wreck to the morgue and hospitals in the 
hope of catching a glimpse of the victims. 
At the dead house the scenes were pitiful 
as they were grewsome. Relatives, who 
pressed forward with anxiety and dread 
were greeted by the sight of blackened

Heart-Rending 
Scenes at Hospital. 

Another mob crowded about the doors of 
the Olean Hospital, eager to scan the 
blasted features of the injured as they were 
earried into the building upon stretchers. 
Heartrending scenes took place when a 


mother or father recognized a son. The 
police had difficulty in restraining the 
crowd from pushing its way into the 


operating room. - 

he hospital staff was utterly unable to 
cope with the work so suddenly thrust 
upon it.

It was midnight when the first of the 
wounded reached the hospital and many 
hours after daybreak the physicians were 
still on their feet. 

Forty-five victims, many of whom will 
aie, were in the hospital this morning. 

At 9 o’clock last night an Erie freight, 
consisting principally of oil tank cars, 
broke in two north of the city. The sep- 
arated sections rushed together with a 
crash and one of the oi] tanks took fire. 

The flames lighted the whole city and 
hundreds went out to watch the fire. 

While several hundred were lined up and 
down the railroad tracks adjacent to the 
burning car, a series of explosions took 
place. 

Oil tank after ofl tank burst with fright- 
ful noise, scattering sheets of “ime in 
every direction over the fleeing crowd. 
Many were overwhelmed by the fiery de- 
luge and fell dead in their tracks. Others 
who escaped the zone of fire had their 
clothing ignited by spatters of fame. Then 
a withering heat held off those ready to 
undertake the work of rescue and they had 
to watch the incineration of fellow hu- 
man beings. 


Iron From Cars 

Hurled Long Distance. 

Portions of the iron domes of the car 
were hurled a distance of several hundred 
feet. The flames shot high in the air. 

In this early accident, so far as can be 
learned, no one was injured. 

For two hours the people stood massed 
together and as the heat became less in- 


tense the crowd began to edge a little 
closer to the wreckage until about Ill 
o'clock some venturesome boys approached 
to within a few hundred feet. Buddenty 
there was a terrible explosion. Great 
masses of flames shot into the air and 
literally rolled down the banked sides of 
the track into the gully where the specta- 
tors were standing. ison and boys fell 
before the wave of white light to rise no 
more. Huge pieces of iron were huried 
through the air, mowing down the human 
beings by the score. Some managed to 
scramble to their feet and get away, but 
Others lay still in death. 

A veritable rain of fire came down upon 
the crowd. Men and boys with their cloth- 
ing a mass of flames ran shrieking down 
the track, some of them falling to the 
ground unconscious, while others grdveled 
in the ditch or jumped into the creek in 
an endeavor to put out the fire that was 
consuming them. Many of those over- 
whelmed by the flames dropped where 
they stood and never moved again. 

Express wagons and other vehicles were 
pressed into service as ambulances. In 
the meantime those in the vicinity of the 
wreck who escaped injury made valiant ef- 
forts to rescue the wounded who were still 
lying within reach of the flames. 

Boys were burned to death before their 
fathers’ eyes, while the latter stood help- 
less to save them. Men so badly injured 
by the fiying iron that they could not move 
laid in the gully with flames rolling down 
upon them until they perished. Nothi 
could be done to check fhe flames, whi 
began to die out about midnight. 

it was about 1 a. m. when Deputy Sheriff 
Osterhout called for volunteers to save the 
dead and injured. 

Three times as many as were called for 
stepped forward and the gruesome work 
was begun.

SURVIVOR TELLS 
OF THE HORROR 


NEW YORK, March 10.—William Walt- 
ers, who was one of the few that escaped 
from the immediate vicinity of the wreck, 
told this story: 

“I was walking down the track when the 
reight train broke in two.

warning shout and then a crash; it was 
the two halves of the train coming to- 
gether. 

“Under the glare of electric lights I 
saw two of the tanks crash together, and 
then there arose a fiash of fire which made 
the electric lights look like fireflies. A 
huge tongue of flame shot into the air, and 
in a few moments the two tanks were 
ablaze. Never thinking of the danger of 
an explosion, I ran down the tracks and 
stood as near the fire as I could.

The med- 
ical man unhesitatingly pronounced it to 


be a result of the awful experience with 
the robbers. 

One of Boismenue’s assailants, Peter 
Ankney, wes sent to the penitentiary 
Julia Boismenue said that the faces of the 
two men were impressed indelibly upon her 
ery. This she demonetrated by identi- 
fying Ankney without the slightest hesita- 
tion, although the excitement attendant 
upon seeing the robber in brought on 
@ severe attack of palpitation of the heart. 

Monday forenoon she was standing at the 
window in her home. She had not com- 

lained of any trouble with her heart for 

considerable time, and her relatives were 
nmning to hope the ailment was not so 
appeared to be. 

Suddenly the girl with outstretched arm 
and her other hand over her heart ex- 
claimed, “‘That face,’ and fell to the floor 
unconscious.

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WAINWRIGHT’S EVASION OF TRIAL. 


On the subject of wealthy and influential citizens charged with

INJUNCTION. 


THE WABASH 

The attorneys for the employes of the Wabash have made up 
the issue in the injunction proceedings before Judge Adams by 
entering a denial of the charges in the railway'’s petition upon 
which ?he injunction was issued. The answer is a general denial 
with specific denials of the charges. The union leaders assert 
that no unlawful requests have been made, and that there h/as 
been no attempt to force the railroad to employ only union men, 
and that the union officers have not forced themselves on the 
employes, but that their action was initiated on the request of the 
employes, after the employes had made efforts to settle their 
differences with the railroad. 

The main point at issue is a very interesitng one, in that it 
involves the right of organizations to act for employes on inter- 
gtate railways. The injunction order, although in line with the 
action of the federal courts, is regarded in many quarters as 
Sweeping and unusual in that it prohibits tse officers of the 
brotherhood from ordering, persuading, inducing, or directly or 
indirectly causing a strike of employes. 

it is purely a legal issue to be settled by the courts. The 
brotherhood officers and the employes have shown a commend- 
able spirit of obedience to the authority of the court. They have 
Submitted absolutely to the court's order and are meeting the 
issue in court. Whatever may be the legal merits of the ques- 
tion, the matter will be settied in the courts. That is certain 
from the attitude of both parties. 

The powers of Congress to control interstate commerce have 
proved much stronger and more extensive than was dreamed of 
previous to the interstate commerce law experiment.

A PARK RAILROAD GRAB. 

It is astonishing that an organization like the Civic Improve- 
ment League, organized for the purpose of promoting the public 
interest, should father the proposed ordinance removing the rail- 
road tracks from the Catlin tract into Forest Park. The league 
has evidently been misled. 

The ostensible purpose of this measure is to abolish grade 
crossings at Union, De Baliviere and Delmar avenues, but the 
real purpose is to relieve the tract of land lying west of Union 
avenue, between Lindell and De Giverville avenues, of the rail- 
road tracks and thus make it more desirable and valuable as a 
fine residence district. Tie change would be acceptable also to 
the residents of Westmoreland, Portland and other beautiful 
residence places in the neighborhood. 

The proposal is to shiff all the tracks either now buflt or pro- 
jected on private property in this district—the Wabash tracks and 
the projected Rock Island tracks—into the park. The Wabash 
and Rock Island railways are to be given a perpetual monopoly 
franchise of tracks running through the park from De Baliviere 
avenue to Union avenue and joining thé present Wabash track 
in the park. The roadway is to be partly depressed and partly 
elevated. It will cut off from the park the large strip of land 
south of Lindell boulevard almost to the main drive adjoining 
the River des Peres. The tracks will go over Union avenue on 
an elevated structure and under Lindell and De Baliviere. The 
bill proposes to give the railways station @pace in the park during 
the Worki's Falr. 


The principal beneficiaries of the change will be the owners of 
real estate now skirted and cut by the railways, and the wealthy 
residents of that district who would like to have the noise and 
smoke of railway traing removed to a greater distance. The rail- 
roads also will receive large benefits. 

The change will be made at the expense of the people whose 
park will be invaded and cut up by additional railroad tracks. 
That part of the park between the proposed tracks and Lindell 
boulevard will be cut off and practically turned into a front 
lawn for the owners of the Catlin property adjoining it.

possible. To that end he ordered an at- 
tack in force to be made on Gen. Grant's 
line of circumvallation on Aug. 21, 186.

The order was that the attack should be 
made just before the dawn of day, the 
time most favorable for a surprise, ‘“‘when 
deep sleep falleth on man.”

&@ captain of infantry. He was, apparent- 
ly, about 380 years of age, with a noble 
and handsome face and tall, heroic form. 

The color sergeant, seemingly dazed, or 
perhaps paralyzed by the sublime ef- 
frontery of the demand, surrendered the 
colors. 

The flag was especially dear to the regi- 
ment, for it had been presented by the 
ladies of the district in which the regi- 
ment was raised, and it had been borne 
aloft with honor on many battlefields. It 
was a state flag, with the arms of South 
Carolina upon it, and a counterpart of 
that which the famous Palmetto Regiment 
in the Mexican war had planted on the 
walls of the capital of Mexico, the first 
foreign to wave there since the time 
of Cortez. That it should have been de- 
livered up to a single foeman when there 
were a thousand men—all veteran soldiers 
—to defend it, and the thrust of a bay- 
onet or the pulling of a trigger could have 
disposed of him, was past all understand- 
ing. I have thought that, perhaps, being 
sorely perplexed with their comrades fall- 
ing fast all around them, they may have 
thought at the moment that the delivery 
of the flag was intended as a signal to the 
troops in the trenches to cease firing.

Often within the lines at Petersburg, 
around many a camp fire, Confederate 
soldiers discussed the strange incident of 
the flag surrendered at Yellow Tavern. 
How it was that such a famous regiment 
should have allowed its flag to be sur- 
rendered in battle to a force consisting of 
but one man was most puzzling. 

The occult power of hypnotism might 
have furnished a solution, but it was then 
unheard of, and is still unknown to the 
art of war. 


All agreed, however, that no braver deed 
was ever done than that of the Yankee 
captain who fell still grasping that flag. 

I was then a captain of engineers in the 
Confederate army. Sixteen years later 
Gen. Hagood was the honored comptroller- 
general of the State of South Carolina. ! 
was a circuit judge, and once when holding 
coumt at Columbia, I called upon him at 
the capitol to pay my respects. I found 
him highly elated, and he said to me, as 
soon as I wag seated: ‘You recollect that 
Federal officer that I was obliged to shoot 
in the battle of Yellow Tavern, to recover 
the fag? Well, thank heaven, I did not kill 
him! He is still living. Here is a letter 
that I have just received from him. Please 
read it." 

“COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., 
Dec. 4, 1880. 


“Gen. Johnson Hagood, Columbia, 8. C. 

“General: If I am correctly informed, 
you are the Confederate officer who shot 
me in the right breast, in the battle of 
Ylellow Tavern. The wound was inflicted 
to recover from me a regimental flag which 
had been surrendered to me by one of your 
color-bearers. I hed apparently recovered 
entirely from it, but it has troubled me 
for some time, and I now find myself 
obliged to apply for a pension. 

“As I was within your lines and out of 
sight of my comrades when I was shot, I 
am obliged to request that you will aid me 
to prove that I received the wound in the 
line of my duty. 

“You wiuld do me a great favor if you 
will make affidavit stating the facts and 
forward it to me. Please state also that 
you have no interest in my claim. 

“I am, general, yours respectfully, 

“D. B. DAILEY, 
“Late Captain Fourth Iowa Voluntee In- 
fantry.’”’ 

I am unable to state the entire contents 
of the affidavit, but I noted the following 
paragraph: 

“Capt. Dailey’s act was one of the brav- 
est recorded in the annals of war. On 
the chance of winning a splendid prize for 
the side he served, he doubly staked his 


life, for he was in danger not only frém 
our fire, but from that of his own men.
